TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a delivery driver and 
father from Dudley who died 
in a smash on the M5. 

David Smith, aged 37,was 
killed when his articulated 
lorry left the carriageway 
and overturned. 

Mr Smith, who was mar¬ 
ried with children, has been 
described by neighbours in 
Russells Hall Road as “a ded¬ 
icated family man.” 

He had bred Siberian 
Huskies for many years and 
worked nights as a lorry dri¬ 
ver for City Link. 

Mr Smith had been travel¬ 
ling from Coventry when the 
crash happened at around 
1.30am on Friday, June 1 on 
the southbound carriageway 
between junction 11a for 
Cheltenham and junction 12 
for Gloucester. 

A statement released by 
City Link said: “We would 
like to extend our deepest 
sympathies to David’s wife 
and family.” 

Neighbours of Mr Smith 
in Russells Hall Road have 
spoken of their shock at the 
news. 

A family friend, who had 
known Mr Smith for around 
three years, said: “It was a 
great shock. He was gener¬ 
ous and kind man who 
would do anything for any¬ 
one.” A police investigation 
is under way and City Link 
said it was also looking into 
the circumstances.

Tommy Mundon is retiring 
after nearly 60 years of mak¬ 
ing the region laugh. 

Tommy, aged 78, who 
lives in Halesowen, is one of 
the region’s most popular 
entertainers, with Liverpool 
funnyman Ken Dodd among 
his admirers.

Man sent 
to jail for 
stabbing 
Alsatian 

A MAN who stabbed a 
much-loved dog to death in 
front of its owner has been 
jailed for nearly two-and-a- 
half years. 

Simon Folios, aged 38, 
attacked the German shep¬ 
herd outside his home in 
Abbey Street, Lower Gornal, 
while arguing with the pet’s 
owner Wayne Bird. 

Tyson, the 12-year-old 
pet, died after going into 
convulsions. The death 
sparked an outcry in the 
community. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard Folios and 
Tyson’s owner Mr Bird had 
fallen out. 

Folios had already threat¬ 
ened to stab Mr Bird and a 
row started, which ended in 
Mr Bird punching Folios in 
the head, said Mr Bernard 
Linnemann, prosecuting. 

Later that day, Folios 
threatened to cut Mr Bird’s 
throat, the court heard. 
They argued and, when 
Tyson began to bark, Folios 
“calmly” stabbed the dog in 
the ribcage. The dog died 
shortly after. 

Mr Timothy Talbot- 
Webb, defending, said Fol¬ 
ios, who suffers mental 
health problems. 

Folios, who admitted the 
charges, was jailed for two 
years for possessing a bladed 
article, five months for caus¬ 
ing unnecessary suffering to 
an animal, to run concur¬ 
rently, and five months for 
criminal damage by destroy¬ 
ing a dog.

iMemories flood back at 
A pit centenary gathering 


MORE than 80 people gath¬ 
ered to mark the 100th 
anniversary of the Bag- 
geridge Colliery swinging 
into full-time production. 

Memories came flooding back as 
some met for the first time in more 
than 50 years at the tea shop in the 
beauty spot where the colliery used 
to stand 

The Baggeridge Colliery, near 
Sedgley, closed in 1968. The land 
was later turned into the country 
park that now bears its name. 

Dave Daly, who owns the cafe, 
organised a special reunion to com¬ 
memorate the old pit and the people 
who worked there. 

Among those looking back was 
former haulage worker Gordon 
Bunn, aged 73, who bumped into 
Barry Hickman, who he used to 
work alongside but had not spoken 
to since he left in 1956. 

Memories 

Mr Bunn, of Coningsby Drive, 
Kidderminster, said: “It was strange 
seeing someone you had not seen for 
all these years and it brought back a 
lot of memories. 

The family of the late Arthur 
Beddard gathered to pay tribute to 
the colliery veteran who spent most 
of his working life down the pit. Mr 
Beddard, who lived in High Street, 
Sedgley, started at the colliery aged 
14 in 1908 and worked his way up 
from a pit boy to mines deputy. 

His grand-daughters and daugh- 
ter-in-law took along photos of Mr 
Beddard and said they were “very 
proud” of his career. 

Valerie Ruddall said the colliery

was her grandfather’s “lifeblood” 
and added: “Not enough is said 
about the men that worked here. 

“It was very important to the area 
and it was devastating when it 
closed.” 

Working in the colliery was a tra¬ 
dition for the Cartwright family, 
with five brothers and their father 
James all earning a living there at 
the same time in the 1950s. 

Claude Cartwright, 80, of Lyndon 
Close, Sedgley, was a haulage 
worker there for 10 years from 1958, 
and was joined by his brothers Bert, 
Bernard, Roy and Gordon - who was 
killed when he was crushed by a coal 


truck in Enville High Street after 
leaving his job in the pit for a job 
with the National Coal Board. 

The reunion was the first time 
Claude had visited the site since his 
days down the pit, and he said it felt 
“marvellous”. 

Dangerous 

He quit after his wife, Anne, 
became concerned the job was too 
dangerous, and he admits he would 
have “stayed for life” otherwise. 

Keith Mann, 68, made the 120- 
mile trip from his home in 
Newtown, Powys, Wales, to meet up 
with his old pals Vic Smallshire, 67, 


and Dennis Leyshow, 82. The three 
former surveyors have kept in 
touch, and Mr Smallshire, who is 
now chairman of Dudley Canal 
Trust, said: “Once you work in a pit 
you are mates for life.” 

Mr Daly said he was “delighted” 
with the turnout and vowed to set up 
similar events in the future. 

He said: “They started digging at 
the colliery in 1902 but it was 1912 
before it was in full production. 

“I decided that, as it is now 100 
years since the colliery was in full 
swing, we should keep the history 
going by holding a commemorative 
event,” he added. 


Filming 
project 
to create 
old vase 

A BOOK and film are being 
complied about a project to 
create replicas of historic 
vases at a glass centre. 

Staff at the Ruskin Glass 
Centre, Stourbridge, are 
working on new designs of 
the Portland Vase which

CHANGES to the time lorries can enter a 
Kingswinford quarry have been approved 
despite objections from people living nearby.

Councillor Peter Miller, 
who also objected to the 
plans, said: “If you go out at 
7.10am you will see lorries 
thundering down the road 
before the permitted time.” 

But Andy Morris, speak¬ 
ing on behalf of applicant 
WCL Quarries Ltd, said 
lorries arriving at 7.30am 
would be able to enter the 


compound at the site where 
they would wait until opera¬ 
tions began. 

He told the committee 
that at the moment many of 
the lorries parked along the 
street while waiting for the 
site to open, so allowing 
them to enter the compound 
would take them off the 
road. 

“We will be carrying out 
noise reduction works,” he 
added. 

Councillor Hazel Turner 
said: “If this is just about 
bringing the lorries into the 
compound, I think this 
would be a much better 
option than having lorries 
queuing up the road.” 

Committee chairman 
Councillor Rachel Harris 
said: “The highway consid¬ 
erations make common 
sense.

“If you are given good 
warning you can reduce the amount of stock 
you order when there is a chance of disrup¬ 
tion. We have not been able to do that.” 

A council spokeswoman said the author¬ 
ity would try to minimise disruption as 
much as possible.

Benefit con woman is told to 
repay £18,000 or face prison 


A CONGOLESE woman, 
who was part of a gang that 
illegally cashed £120,000 in 
Government cheques in 
Dudley, will have to pay 
back £18,000 within six 
months or face a year’s jail. 

Samu Yagien made £57,000 from 
her involvement in the scam, which 
was headed by her husband, Wawe. 

The gang forged benefit and tax 
credit cheques and cashed them at 


post offices in the UK including 
Dudley, Blackheath, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Oldbury and Bromsgrove. 

Yagien tried to claim the money 
she made had come from land she 
had sold in Africa, the sale of jew¬ 
ellery left to her by her mother and 
from her own employment. 

But a judge has ruled itwas as a 
result of criminal activity and has 
ordered her to pay some of it back. 

Yagien, aged 42, was convicted of 
two counts of benefit fraud in 2010 
while eight other defendants, 


including her husband, were 
charged with other fraud offences, 
at proceeds of crime hearing at 
Birmingham Crown Court was told. 

The crimes took place between 
November 2008 and May 2010. 
Wawe Yagien was jailed for 38 
months. His wife got a 12-week 
term, suspended for two years. 

The court heard an investigation 
found, Samu Yagien, from London, 
had 14 bank accounts, some in the 
names of her children. During the 
probe, she claimed some money was 


as a result of jewellery sales, the sale 
of land and from donations made at 
a church where she was treasurer. 

But Judge John Burbidge dis¬ 
missed the claims at last week’s 
hearing and ordered her to pay back 
£18,313 within six months. Her 
total benefit was £57,171. 

Following the case, Rick Hearn- 
den, from the Department for Work 
and Pensions fraud investigation 
team, said cheques were now more 
routinely paid electronic transfer to 
prevent fraud.

When horses were 
power in the land 


A DOG may be considered 
man’s best friend but 
history, it can be argued, 
was written on the back of 
the horse! 

Humans and horses, have, 
throughout the centuries, been 
inextricably linked and the horse 
has had a far greater affect upon the 
course of human development than 
any other animal. 

They carried soldiers into war, 
were messengers relaying post 
from town to town, ploughed the 
soil, moved goods and people and, 
without the horse, the Industrial 
Revolution might very well have 
spluttered to a halt! 

Horses were the engines of the 
1900s and horsepower drove 
forward the economic might of the 
Black Country. They were used as

draught animals to haul narrow 
boats loaded with goods on the 
canals, drag heavy coal carts and 
pull trams, carriages, milk floats, 
delivery wagons and fire engines. 

Shire horses and Clydesdales 
were the ‘front wheel’ drive articu¬ 
lated lorries of the 20th century! 

Half leg ponies, (those that stood 
around 14 to 15 hands high) were 
used as cart horses, boat horses, 
bank horses and in some areas pit 
ponies. Bank horses (known as 
bonk ’osses) would stay at the base 
of the hill all day in readiness to 


haul heavy cargo to the top of the 
hill - for a modest fee! 

The tip cart was widely used in 
those days delivering sand, steel, 
coal and limestone. 

Diane Easthope, horse-handler 
at Black Country Living Museum 
said: “One horse had to pull up to 
3ton of weight. Tip cart’s had to be 
loaded carefully - if the weight was 
too far back it could lift the horse 
off the ground. If it was too far 
forward it could push the horse 
over.” 

Horse drawn canal boats were 
used on the waterways - the ‘origi¬ 
nal motorway’ system of the Black 
Country. These were long distance 
journeys and all the family would 
be on board. 

It was very important horse and 
a good one would cost around £25 to 
£30 and was often considered more

boat build 

A £1.3 MILLION powerboat being built in 
Dudley for a round-the-world record attempt 
will be paraded through the town’s streets once 
it has been made. h Alex Ross 

Adventurer Alan Priddy 


has promised to put on a 
party and show off the 90ft 
long and 16ft wide boat, 
called Accomplish More, in 
return for the support he says 
he has received from the com¬ 
munity. 

However, the finishing 
time for the boat has been 
delayed following a suspected 
arson at the factory where it 
is being built in Brierley Hill 
on May 22. 

Although the boat was not 
damaged in the blaze, Mr 
Priddy and his staff have 
been unable to work for two 
weeks while police carry out 
forensic checks at the six- 
storey high building, owned 
by steel firm Micklewrights 
Structures. 

It is now thought the boat, 
which is hoped will break a 
61-day record, will not be 
ready for at least another 
eight weeks. 

Mr Priddy said: “With 


every day which goes by 
without us working on the 
boat I’m getting more and 
more anxious, we have a 
schedule to stick to and it will 
mean us working twice as 
hard when we get started 
again. 

“Our plan is get the boat 
ready in time to throw on a 
party and parade it through 
to the streets of Dudley 
before taking it to London to 
display at the Olympic 
Games. 

“It would be my way of 
saying thank you to the town 
for all the great support I 
have received.” 

Mr Priddy plans to take the 
boat on a 4,000 mile return 
voyage from England to 
Canada ahead of attempting 
his Global Circumnavigation 
Challenge from Gibraltar on 
November 3. 

The vessel has an esti¬ 
mated top speed 45 knots.

Canalside homes plan 
for old glassworks site 


A CANALSIDE housing estate is 
to be built next to the proposed £5 
million glass museum in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

There will be 49 homes on the former 
Stuart Crystal glassworks site in Wordsley. 

Vacant land off Argyle Close would be 
developed for the estate while the museum 
will be built in the Grade II listed former 
factory units, which were once the heart of 
the glassmaking industry but have recently 
been targeted by vandals. 

Work on the museum is not expected to 
start until next year as bosses are preparing 
bids for funding. Morris Homes has submit¬ 
ted a planning application to Dudley 
Council for a mix of houses and flats. 

Plans to convert some of the old glass¬ 
works units across the canal into apart¬ 
ments, on land owned by Complex 
Developments, were delayed five years ago 
due to the slump in the housing market. 
These have been put on hold while the 
museum plans move forward. 

Under the new proposals there would be 
16 detached houses, two semi-detached, 
seven “mews” properties and 24 apart¬ 
ments. They would overlook the Stour¬ 
bridge Canal, which runs through the 
former glassworks. 

The plans have been welcomed by ward 
councillor John Jones, who said: “It will 
bring new people to Wordsley and put some 
money into the community. I’m sure a lot of 
people will be pleased to see some regenera¬ 
tion at the site.” 


Ground works cancelled 

ROADWORKS planned for Racecourse 
Lane in Stourbridge on June 11 and 12 have 
been cancelled and the road will be open on 
those days. Dudley Council had originally 
announced that the road would be shut for 
ground maintenance works.

A MULTI-MILLION pound sixth 
form centre in Dudley will be 
open in time to welcome hun¬ 
dreds of students this Septem¬ 
ber, college bosses have 
promised. 

More than 500 people have applied to 
study A-levels at the £ 6million Dudley 
Sixth, which will be run by Dudley 
College in partnership with five town 
schools. 

Although the Priory Road building 


looks far from completion, director of 
estates and capital projects Steve 
Johnson said it will be open in September. 

He said: “The centre has to be open in 
time for the start of the next academic 
year and the enrolment of hundreds of 
new students. 

“We have a tight schedule, but I’m con¬ 
fident everything will be ready and in 
place for teaching. The centre will 
provide students with a fit-for-purpose, 
first-class building where they can 
achieve their learning goals.” 

The steel structure and stairways are 


complete and the brickwork is 95 per cent 
done. A decision earlier to put waterproof 
wrapping around the building at a cost of 
£50,000 proved key. 

It protected the building and the 
workers during the wet weather last 
month, saving four weeks of work. 

Mr Johnson said: “We’d wasted the 
money because of the dry months earlier 
in the year. Then the rain poured last 
month and it proved key to keeping the 
project on time and ready for the stu¬ 
dents - we’re very confident it will be 
open in time.”

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High friendly rating is 
a surprise for cyclists 


STUNNED cyclists in Dudley have 
called for more routes after their 
town was ranked a surprise 
seventh in a poll of 60 ‘cycle- 
friendly’ towns and cities. 

The town was rated to offer more for two- 
wheelers than in neighbouring Birming¬ 
ham, Wolverhampton and Walsall in the 
new cyclists’ survey compiled by finance 
group Virgin Money. 

Factors considered included bike thefts, 
accidents and serious injuries involving 
cyclists and availability of cycling routes 
and repair centres. 

Mystified cycling clubs have long cam¬ 
paigned for an improved path network. 

Dudley Cyclist Touring Club secretary 
Graham Fones said: “I am surprised. 

Needed 

“I think much more could be done to help 
the growing number of cyclists on the 
town’s roads. 

“Too many cycle paths are parked on by 
motorists which mean cyclists have to dan¬ 
gerously swerve on to the road. 

“More segregated cycle paths are needed. 

“That and the increased traffic on the 
town’s roads, I don’t quite understand how 
it has been judged ‘cycle-friendly’.” 

Dudley Council spokesman Louise 
Kavanagh said 17 new routes were intro¬ 
duced in the past two years. 

She added aroute parallel to the Dudley 
southern by-pass was planned.

UNDER-FIRE hospital bosses are 
being called to a meeting with the 
region’s ambulance service to dis¬ 
cuss reducing turnaround times for 
ambulances. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service boss 
Anthony Marsh says the increasing delays for 
handing over patients are costing crews time 
when responding to other calls. 

In April, 36 per cent of ambulances arriving 
at the region’s 24 hospitals failed to drop the 
patient off, clean up and get away within a 30 
minute target - six per cent higher than last 
year. 

Among the hospitals where crews struggled 
the most to release their patients were Rus- 
sells Hall in Dudley and Sandwell where the 
average turnaround at both was above 30 
minutes for April. 

The average turnaround at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s New Cross Hospital was under 30 min¬ 
utes, but on one occasion a handover took two 
hours and 15 minutes. 

Mr Marsh said: “There are some areas of 
concern about the turnaround times and we 
are keen to work with the hospitals trusts to 
improve on them. 

“Delays not only affect patient experience, 
but have the potential to adversely affect 
patient safety.” 

A meeting will be held this month, in which 
staff from Whipps Cross Hospital in London 
will explain how it managed to improve its 
times over recent years. 

All hospital trusts in the region say they 
have set up initiatives to speed up times, 
including dedicated staff. Russells Hall boss 
Paula Clark said: “The volume of ambulances 
arriving has increased and the pattern of their 
arrival can sometimes be very challenging.” 


New lease of life for club 

A former club building that has long been 
a target for vandalism is to get a new lease 
of life as a live music venue and recording 
studio. The Conservative Club, New Road, 
Stourbridge, closed in 2007. But signs are 
now announcing the new venue, called 
Moochers Jailhouse, will open soon.

Olympic sprint champions, as 
REBECCA CARR finds out 


BY THE time you finish 
reading this sentence, the 
world’s fastest man Usain 
Bolt could have run half way 
down the 100m track. 

And when every second counts, reac¬ 
tion time is crucial. 

For his current 100m world record, 
Usain Bolt managed to react in a light¬ 
ning 0.146 seconds. Anything under 
0.1 seconds would have been classed as 
a false start. 

To see how I compare, I went along 
to the Wellcome Trust’s new exhibition 
debuting at the Big Bang Fair in Birm¬ 
ingham. 

Involved 

With a reaction time three times 
slower than Bolt and a resting heart 
rate twice as fast as five-times Olympic 
rowing gold medal winner Sir Steve 
Redgrave, I have resigned myself to 
never becoming a world-class athlete. 

The Olympics-inspired experience 
named In the Zone helps to put chil¬ 
dren through their paces to teach them 
more about science. 

Project manager Dr Leah Holmes 
said: “The experience is to inspire 
eople to find out more about their 
ody. 

“It’s about getting everyone 
involved and show how amazing the 
human body can be.” 

In the Zone is a series of five chal¬ 
lenges to test your power, blood, 
strength, reaction and speed. 

A hand cycling event, reaction game 
and running track are all part of the 
fun to create competition between 
friends. 


A friendly member of the production 
crew helps you along and the whole 
experience is filmed and recorded to 
create a film of your sporting achieve¬ 
ments. 

Returning to the office, I logged on to 
the In the Zone website to see how my 
results compared with Sir Steve. 

The 49-year-old put me to shame on 
all of the challenges. And the handcy¬ 
cling event proved particularly worry¬ 
ing. 

At 17mph I was impressed with 
efforts until I noticed Poppy, my 11- 
year-old competitor cycling much 
faster. Sir Steve reached 31mph hour. 

Most of the school children taking 
part managed to run down the track 
faster than me even with their school 
bags in tow. 


Sir Steve has played an active part in 
developing the In the Zone initiative. 

Speaking at the exhibition’s test 
run, he said: “It’s often said that 
there’s more to sport than winning 
medals, but there’s also more to 
winning medals than sport. 

“Science played a huge role in my 
Olympic success, and understanding 
how my body works was as important 
on race day as any brutal training 
regime.” 

The Wellcome Trust, a charitable 
foundation, put together the experi¬ 
ence to engage the public with the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

Designed and delivered by the At- 
Bristol Science Centre, the exhibition 
will be touring the UK until Septem¬ 
ber.

“Jim and I used to love to play football, so 
we had an old pair of shoes, and he had the 
left shoe and I had the right shoe,” said 81- 
year-old Joe. “We were the poorest of the 
oor. We weren’t dressed very well. I had a 
ig hole in my shoes, and my trousers were 
all ripped.” 

The entire family of six boys, six girls, and 
parents Noah and Mary (two other children 
died as babies), were crammed into two 
horse-drawn narrowboats, named Spade 
and Welcome, which plied with their cargoes 
on the Midland canal system and up to 
Ellesmere Port and back, working for Mid¬ 
lands and Coast Canal Carriers. 

Frozen 

All but the last two of the Edwards chil¬ 
dren were born on the boats. “We were 
taking wheat, flour, chocolate, foodstuff, 
from Ellesmere Port to Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham,” said 82-year-old Jim, from 
Fordhouses, Wolverhampton. 

“Once, we were taking an order of tubes 
from Halesowen to Ellesmere Port, and tied 
up for the night near Beeston Castle. 

“Next morning, the canal was frozen over, 
and we were stuck there for eight weeks.” 

Joe, from Oakengates, Telford, chipped in: 
“We had no food, water, or anything.” 

They used to sleep top to tail on a hard 
bench. “Lots of times during the summer we 
used to sleep on the cargo. We used to get a 
bag of straw and lie on that,” said Jim. 

There was a range for cooking. Meals 
would be cooked on the leading boat, and left 
on trays on the canalside to be collected as 
the following boat passed. The contents of 


the toilet pot would be emptied into the 
canal. 

With their travelling life, they never went 
to school. There was no great family tradi¬ 
tion of working on the canal. “In about 1908, 
my mother’s family lost their father, a Mr 
Wildy. They lived in Culwell Street, Wolver¬ 
hampton,” said Jim. “He passed on and left 
seven children. They could not afford to live 
there and were thrown out of the house by 
the bailiffs. The two eldest sons got a boat to 
live and work on, and that’s how they came 
to be on the canal.” 

Noah Edwards had known Mary when 
they were both at Walsall Street School in 
Wolverhampton, and seems to have taken up 
the canal life when they married. 

From about 1912 and through the First 
World War they worked for A & A Peate Ltd, 


of Maesbury, near Oswestry. “They used to 
fetch the meal and wheat and things like 
that from Ellesmere Port to the mill, and also 
deliver to farmers along the canal to Llan¬ 
gollen. My uncle Tom Wildy’s boat, named 
Margaret, was the last boat Peates had,” said 
Jim. 

In the mid-1980s there was modernisation 
of a sort when the family got a motor-driven 
boat, the Apollo, which would tow Spade, 
meaning the end of duty for horses Jack and 
Moggie. Unfortunately, Apollo kept breaking 
down, and the family went for life on dry 
land in about 1937 or 1938. 

“We got off and lived in Broad Street in 
Wolverhampton. It meant we were able to go 
to school, for what was left of our school days. 
I made up by going to night school. I got a job 
after three days, on the railway, as a messen¬ 


ger boy on the Great Western Railway, based 
at Herbert Street goods yard in Wolver¬ 
hampton. I was on the railway for 49 years 
and nine months,” said Jim, who was 
awarded the British Empire Medal in 1990. 

As for Joe, he went into factory work. 

Welcome appears no longer to exist but 
Spade and Apollo survive as leisure boats. 

A new owner of Spade found a 1930s photo 
taken at Bunbury locks showing the 
Edwards family and, thanks to the wonders 
of the internet, this led to him tracing the 
surviving members. 

On a nostalgic visit to his old home, Joe 
was initially unimpressed by the luxury on 
offer. Then he looked at the cabin. 

“I had the shock of my life. When I opened 
the door, it was exactly the same as I remem¬ 
bered when we were kids,” he said.

SUBTITLED The Susan Boyle Musical, this show based 
on the life story of the Britain’s Got Talent singing sensa¬ 
tion has a bonus most tributes can’t boast - the woman 
herself waiting in the wings. 

The theatre erupted when she stepped out in a shim¬ 
mering red dress to sing THAT song. Her voiced cracked 
a little, prompting the 51-year-old Scot to pull an ‘oops’ 
face but she nailed it with the big crescendo in the 
anthemic song from Les Miserables. 

A cheeky wiggle and a twinkle in her eye and she asked 
if we wanted another, following I Dreamed A Dream with 
the defiant and celebratory Who I Was Born To Be. 

Was the show that preceded this brief but extraordinary 
performance any good? Yes. 

Boyle’s wasn’t the first standing ovation. Elaine C 
Smith also had the audience on their feet for her portrayal 
of the dowdy, unconfident spinster hiding an incredible 
talent. The Rab C Nesbitt TV actress (Smith played Rab’s 
long-suffering wife Mary) got the blend of timid and feisty 
right, and it helped that she has a strong singing voice. 

Songs from the 1960s and 70s (most covered on Boyle’s 
three albums) sung to a recorded soundtrack charted the 
story from school bullying for being “different”, via fledg¬ 
ling romance crushed by an over-protective father, to a 
lonely existence after the deaths of her parents. And then 
looked at the global stardom brought by Britain’s Got 
Talent and the power of one YouTube clip. 

The audience loved it but I wonder if they would have 
turned up in such numbers if the woman herself had not 
been making an appearance. 

One thing is clear, Susan Boyle has become an icon for 
anyone who feels underrated, excluded, uncool, bypassed 
or forgotten - and anyone who hopes that dreams can 
come true.

Raging Bull’s story is returning to the screen 


JAKE LaMOTTA insists his life story will again be immor¬ 
talised on the silver screen. 

The 90-year-old, world champion from 1949-51, con¬ 
firmed a second film is being made about his life. He 
revealed the plan at a sportsman’s dinner at the Mount 
Hotel in Tettenhall, Wolverhampton, writes Craig Birch. 

The news came 32 years after ‘Raging Bull’ - starring 
Robert De Niro as LaMotta and directed by Martin Scors¬ 
ese - dominated the 1980 Academy Awards. 

And there will be a sequel - with William Forsythe 
attached to star as LaMotta both before and after his pro 
boxing career - hot on the heels of a documentary called 
‘Moving Ahead’. LaMotta said: “Raging Bull Two is coming 
out and it’s going to talk about my early age in boxing. 

“But there’s going to be a documentary coming out right 
before that, it’s in the works. 

“Two more beautiful things are going to happen in my life 
and I don’t know if I deserve it, or do I? I have spoken to 
William Forsythe and I think he will do a good job. 
Nominated 

“I am curious to see how it’s going to come out. Robert 
was a great actor and, by the time I got done with him, he 
could have fought professionally. That’s how good he was. 

“In the beginning, when we were sparring, he was afraid 
to hit me. “I said to him: ‘You can hit me all you want, 
because you are not going to hurt me.’ 

“The film was nominated for eight Academy awards and 
landed De Niro an Oscar for Best Actor. I wanted to play 
myself in the movie but the producer said I wasn’t the type!” 

LaMotta has been married a further three times and aged 
46 years since the timescale of the original ‘Raging Bull’ 
came to an end. Today, he’s engaged to be wed for a sixth 
time, to fiancee Denise. 

That happiness contrasts with his most infamous act, 
openly throwing a fight for the Mafia against Billy Fox. It got 
the New York-born Italian-American his world title-winning 
shot against Marcel Cerdan in 1949 and still cuts deep. 

He said: “It was the Mafia era. They made me do some¬ 
thing I didn’t want to do so I could get the chance to fight 
for the middleweight championship of the world. 

“And, if I had to do it all over again, I think I would have 
done the same thing.”

Hughton replaced Alex 
McLeish when the Scot 
joined Villa 12 months ago 
and guided Blues to fourth in 
the Championship before 
they lost 3-2 on aggregate to 
Blackpool in the play-offs. 


Mellow Yelloly beats Spa’s driving rain

RACING driver Nick Yelloly mastered 
treacherous weather conditions at 
Belgium’s legendary Spa-Francor¬ 
champs circuit to finish second in the 
Formula Renault 3.5 event’s second 
race. 

It was only the second time that the 
MSA Team UK driver had raced at the 
track. 

Saturday’s qualifying session took 
place under warm and dry conditions 
and Solihull-based Yelloly, struggling 
with balance and understeer on the 


car, finished 13th on the grid. Yelloly 
pulled off some good passing 
manoeuvres and finished ninth. 

Sunday’s qualifying session saw 
pouring rain but he qualified sixth, pro¬ 
moted to fifth after Sam Bird was rele¬ 
gated to last place due to a fuel 
irregularity. With the rain continuing to 
pour, the second race was started 
under safety car conditions. 

On lap three the drivers were 
released and one lap later Yelloly 
snatched fourth place from Lewis 


Williamson. On lap seven Jules 
Bianchi made his mandatory pitstop 
and one lap later Robin Frijns pitted, 
elevating Yelloly to second. 

By making a late pitstop on lap nine, 
Yelloly was able to jump Bianchi and 
Frijns in the pits and rejoined the track 
in the equivalent of second place. 

On lap nine the race was stopped 
then restarted under safety car condi¬ 
tions and Yelloly thought it too danger¬ 
ous to try to pass first-placed Kevin 
Magnussen.
